Roumanian Sovereign Enjoys 
American Dishes; Makes 
Tour of Big Ship. 


New York, Oct. 14 (By A. P.).— 
Queen Marie of Roumania may be 
about to learn that in a democracy 
the wishes of a queen are not al- 
ways taken as commands. 

Proceeding to America on the 
Leviathan, the queen expressed de- 
sire to view New York’s famed sky- 
line from the deck of the liner as 
it steams up the bay and so in- 
formed the Roumanian legation at 
Washington. But Mayor Walker’s 
official reception committee had 
planned things differently. And 
what is more, it was officially an- 
nounced today that the city does 
not intend to make any change in 
its reception plans. 

These include the traditional 
New York welcome. The city’s re- 
ception committee, it Was an- 
nounced, will go down the bay on 
the city steamer Macom and greet 
the queen at quarantine, where she 
will be transferred from the liner 
to the tug and landed at the Bat- 
tery. There a column of soldiers, 
sailors and marines will escort her 
to the City Hall for the official re- 
ception. 

Entire Floor Prepared. 

The entire fourth floor of the 
Ambassador hotel, consisting of 20 
rooms and several baths, has been 
especially prepared for the queen 
and her entourage. The furnishings 
are of the Louis XVI period and 
when Queen Marie wishes to enter- 
tain in her suite a solid gold service 
of that period will be on the table. 
A special elevator will be reserved 
for her use. 

Preparations were completed to- 
daw by the New York section of the 
International Labor Defense for an 
open-air mass meeting on the day 
protest.

Outline of Washington's 
Boyhood Home is Traced 


Wakefield Memorial Association Unearths Rare Bits of, 
Salt Glaze China; Walls, of Red Brick, Show 
Irregularity of Birthplace. 


(By Associated Press.) 
Important historical discoveries 
at Wakefield, Va., the birthplace of 
George Washington, -were an- 
nounced yesterday by the Wakefield 
National Memorial association. 
Among other things, excavators 
among the ruins of the old Wash- 
ington house have found rare speci- 
mens of salt glaze china, made by 
Dwight, of Fulham, Eng., and dat- 
ing back to the period 1720. Well 
defined remnants ofthe old founda- 
tion walls of the house also have 
been uncovered, making it possible 
for the first time to trace the out- 
line of the structure in which the 
Father of His Country was born 
and spent his childhood. 

Details of the discoveries were re- 
ported to President Coolidge by 
Mrs. Harry Lee Rust, of Washing- 
ton, president of the memorial as- 
sociation. Mr. Coolidge has taken 
a keen interest in the movement 
begun in 1923 by the association 


to erect a copy of the original 
house and dedicate it as a national 
shrine. 

The foundation walls uncovered 


were of red brick and showed that 
the structure was of irregular out- 


jine, the greatest length being 51 
feet, and the greatest width 31 feet. 
The house, destroyed by fire in 
1779, was the birthplace also of 


Washington’s father and grand- 


father, who are entombed nearby in 
a burial plot which will be cared 
for by the association.

Although behind the unofficial 
schedule the big ship was speeding 
along at a rate expected to bring 
her to her mast in Detroit soon 
after 2 o’clock tomorrow morning. 

After traveling at a steady 50 or 
60 miles an hour speed all after- 
noon through Pennsylvania, the 
dirigible slowed down after passing 
Pittsburgh and was 65 hours in 
reaching this city, only 110 miles 
on an air line.

This phase 
of the inquiry is being enveloped 
in the greatest secrecy, 

Pratt Sees Mrs. Van Winkle. 

Mrs. Mina C. Van Winkle, in 
charge of the woman’s bureau of 
the police department, conferred 
several times yesterday with Inspec- 
tor Henry Pratt, chief of detec- 
tives, but she would not admit that 
she had been called in on the case. 

Unimpressed by the suggestion 
that the person who shot Scrivener 
to death is either a woman or a 
boy, Inspector Pratt emphatically 
declared the slayer a man. 

“But there is not a thing new,” 
the inspector said. ‘‘We haven't 
had a break yet.’’ 

Scrivener Knew Murderer. 

Basing their conclusions upon the 


few facts at hand the investigators 
are convinced that Scrivener was 
murdered by a man, a man he 
knew personally, a man he did not 
fear and one he met by appoint- 
ment. 

That he should leave from in 
front his. house and drive north on 
Wisconsin avenue at 12:25 o’clock 
in the morning, as has been related 
by Joseph Brannon, a neighbor, has 
brought police to the inevitable con- 
clusion that the appointment dealt 
with some topic of importance. More 
especially so, they point out, as it 
came on the very day of Zcrivener’s 
scheduled’ niarriage to Miss Helen 
Barnes Parker, of McLean, Va. 

Having failed to establish a mo- 
tive for the crime and having only 
two clews—the tie wrenched by 
Scrivener from the murderer’s neck 
and the assassin’s pistol—which 
thus far have been worthless, the 
detectives nevertheless have not 
abandoned the theories that the 
killing was the result of jealousy 
over a woman or fear of exposure 
of a criminal act, the knowledge 
of which Scrivener possessed. 


No Hold-Up, Police Say.

Justice Seniors Asks Re-, 
view of Bellridge Decision 
in maui move.

More work for the Supreme Court 
looms’ in connection with the fa- 
mous oil lease cases and it begins 
to look as if a record would be 
established for complicated litiga- 
tion and conflicting judicial opin- 
fons. 

Incidentally, the ramifications of 
this litigation are reaching out to 
embrace the Standard Oil and the 
American oil industry in general 
with the government forced by cir- 
cumstances to fight American oil 
producers as vigorously as the Brit- 
ish government, for exampie, de- 
fends British producers even to the 
point of supporting them when occa- 
sion requires with the armed forces 
of the empire. 

The latest move came yesterday. 
It took the form of an application 
for a writ of certiorari by the De- 
partment of Justice, asking the Su- 
preme Court to review the decision 
which Judge Gilbert of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals of California, ren- 
dered July 12, upholding the lease 
which former Secretary of the Inte- 
rior Albert B. Fall made to the Bell- 
ridge Oil Co. 

In the Pan-American Elk Hills 
case, which was argued recently be- 
fore the Supreme Court after a writ 
of certiorari had been granted to 
the Pan-American Co., the govern- 
ment, through its special counsel, 
Atlee Pomerene and Owen J. Rob- 
erts, asks that the Supreme Court 
sustain the verdict reached by 
Judges Gilbert, Hunt and Rudkin, 
after the Pan-American case was 
heard by them on appeal. 


Contend Judges Erred. 


Now the Department of Justice 
asks the Supreme Court to review 
the decision of these same judges 
on the Bellridge case, the govern- 
ment’s contention being that these 
judges erred when they ruled the 
absence of competitive bidding did 
not affect the validity of the lease 
and that the Harding executive or- 
der, placing the facilities of the In- 
terior Department at the disposal 
of the navy in the matter of oil 
leases, was legal. 

Meanwhile it generally is ex- 
pected that. application for a writ 
of certiorari by the Mammoth Oil 
Co., in the so-called Teapot Dome 
case shortly will be made to the 
Supreme Court. 

As Judge T. Blake Kennedy, who 
heard the evidence, decided against 
the government on questions of 
fact and as the Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Judge Kenyon’s deci- 
sion, reversed the judge’s verdict 
in this respect but did not reverse 
him on the questions of law in- 
volved in the making of the lease, 
another difficult nut is about to be 
turned over to the highest tribu- 
nal crack. As this case has more 
direft conflict of judicial decision in 
Ahe lower courts than the Pan- 
American case, the Supreme Court's 
iask admittedly is a most difficult 
one. 

It develops now that the — 
American and Mammoth Oi] 
cases handled by special pad 
Pomerene and Roberts, and the 
Bellridge case, handled by the De- 
partment of Justice, are not the 
only cases which the government 
intends to press. 

Still Standard Case. 

There still is the case of tne 
Standard Oi] Co. growing out of 
Senator Waish’s second resoluticn 
which directed President Coolidge 
to employ special counsel and pro- 
ceed to undo Fall’s decision in favor 
of the Standard Oil Co. of Califor- 
nia, respecting. title to oil lands ad- 
joining the famous Elk Hills naval 
reserve in California.

The government’s position at first 
was upheld, but July 29 Justice 


handed down a decision unquali- 
fiedly upholding Albert B. Fall and 
granting the Standard Oil Co. an 
injunction against further interfer- 
ence by Secretary of the Interior 
Work, pursuant to the Walsh reso- 
lution. 

Thus the government is bound to 
fight this case to a finish. The Sen- 
ate resolution directs President 
Coolidge to get the Standard Oil Co. 
off the ground, and the court so far 
forbids the government to do this. 
Either the highest court will over- 
rule Justice Smith’s action or the 
government will remain unable to 
follow the specific directions given 
to the chief executive by a resolu- 
tion of the United States Senate. 

When and how the next movevwill 
be made in this matter has not yet 
been determined definitely, but it is 
assumed the administration has no 
other alternative excepting to make 
the maximum effort to obey the 
orders of the Walsh resolution. 
This makes yet another complicated 
problem in oil to be solved.

: “JERRY TARBOT” ASKS 
LEGION FOR IDENTITY 


, Placing of Outfit, It Is Now 
Hoped, Will Reveal 
Man’s History. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 14 (By A. P.). 
Facing thousands of members of 
the American Legion assembled in 
annual convention, ‘Jerry Tarbot,’’ 
the legionnaire without a name, 
without relatives and without 
memories, learned. definitely for 
the first time today that he had 
served with the American expedi- 
tionary forces in France. His 
identity, however, still remains a 
mystery. 

Standing in a brilliant circle of 
light cast upon a tiny platform in 
the Sesquicentennial auditorium, 
Tarbot peered into the faces of the 
Vast assemblage in the hope that 
some one would recognize him. 

“Does any one recognize 
man?’’ asked the chairman. 

After several minutes of un- 
broken silence Tarbot stepped from 
the platform with head bowed in 
Then suddenly

“TI recognize him,’’ said Spang, 
‘as a member of the _ Sixteenth 
company, Fifth regiment, United 
States marines. I was in the 
Forty-seventh company and _ both 
companies were in the same bat- 
talion. I was a sergeant and often 
boxed against a man named Sulli- 
van in the Sixteenth company. I 
remember Tarbot as a man who 
used to hang around when we were 
boxing.”’ 

Then Spang and Tarbot, whose 
memory goes back only three years 
when he was released from a Stock- 
ton, Calif., insane asylum, began 
to compare notes. 

‘Tl remember seeing you’’ said 
Spang “at Colombo and Nevars and 
again at Bellau Woods.”’ 

“fVYes,’’ said Tarbot, visibly strain- 
ing to. roll back the curtain of the 
past, ‘‘T remember going into action 

24 men led by Lieut. Robin- 

Spang said that Lieut. Robinson 

had died during the war. 


Spang Is Convinced. 


Spang and Tarbot had. luncheon 
together and Spang later said that 
he was convinced Tarbot was the 
man who had served in his bat- 
talion. 

“He remembers hiking into the 
town of Moulanville and Merines 
and stuffing his bags with pro- 
visions as we all did,’’ said Spang. 
“Those details would not be known 
to any one except a soldier who 
actually was on the spot.”’ 

Tarbot, who, in 1922 was picked 
up on the streets of San Francisco, 
a victim of amnesia and sent.to the 
Stockton asylum, said that his talk 
with Spang had _ established def- 
initely in his mind what he had be- 
lieved for some time—that he had 
served with the marines in 
world war. Now that he knows the 
unit in which he served, he said 
he had hopes that the records of 
the regiment would. aid in his 
identification. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Government identification  ex- 
perts who have worked on the case 
of “Jerry Tarbot,”’ believed to be 
a world war veteran, know of no 
other man in the past decade who 
difficult 
trail to follow in an effort to find 
out his real name and home. Ap- 
peal after appeal has been broad- 
cast, pictures printed, and finger- 
prints distributed both here and 
abroad, but every trai] has led of- 
ficials nowhere. 

Tarbot at one time was under- 
going treatment here in Mt. Alto 
hospital, veterans’ bureau institu- 
tion, -but he was released after a 
fruitless effort to determine wheth- 
er he ever saw military service. 

He claims his fingerprints never 


_ were taken and says he knew five 


others who fought in Europe whose 
fingerprints never were recorded, 
one of whom was a San Francisco 
newspaper man. Since his appear- 
ance in California three years ago, 
however, his fingerprints were 
taken and checked with those in 
the war, navy, and marine corps. 
They were even sent to England and 
France, but none were found to re- 
semble Tarbot’s. 

Although they have described his 
case as “‘hopeless,’’ veteran bureau 
officials yesterday were elated over 
the move resorted to by the Ameri- 
ca Legion in Philadelphia in an ef- 
fort to have at least one of the 
many ogiquvatren there identify 
Tarbot.

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DILEMMA. 


POINCARE'S 

Premier Poincare is having difficulties in 
steering his financial rehabilitation plan 
through the French parliament. These diffi- 
culties arise largely on account of his inability 
to take the French public into his confidence 
at this time. His plan, based upon the accord 
reached by Foreign Ministers Stresemann and 
Briand at-their trout luncheon at Thoiry, de- 
pends upon the sale of a huge lot of German 
railroad bonds; but before the bonds can be 
floated in the American market the French 
government must ratify the debt agreement. 
M. Poincare can not explain this plan to the 
public without giving opponents of the Beren- 
ger-Mellon agreement a plausible basis for the 
ery that the United States is taking France by 
the throat and extorting an agreement from 
her. ‘France is not for sale,” was Clemen- 
ceau’s slogan, which struck the Gallic imagi- 
nation as a perfect reply to the demand of 
“Uncle Shylock.”’ 

On this side it is difficult for the United 
States to assist M. Poincare, although it is 
anxious to do so. The debt agreement must be 
ratified before the German bonds can be sold, 
but if any American authority should say so, 
the French public would construe the state- 
ment as an attempt at coercion. Undersecre- 
tary Winston, of the Treasury, seems to have 
been selected as a spokesman who might deli- 
cately convey the hint to French public opin- 
ion. His address has been promptly pounced 
upon by the French press as an arrogant de- 
mand for ratification of the debt agreement. 

Deputies arriving in Paris from back-coun- 
try districts report that the people are as 
stoutly opposed as ever to ratification of the 
debt agreement. The people know nothing of 
the mechanism of financial rehabilitation, and 
probably care less. They have not been ad- 
vised of the plan to obtain from Germany 
$200,000,000 for the Sarre coal mines as soon 
as the American debt agreement has been rati- 
fied. They see only the enormous total of the 
debt, and they have convinced themselves that 
they do not morally owe this sum or any sum 
whatever. 

The question now is whether Premier Poin- 
care and his cabinet can convince the deputies 
that the debt agreement must be ratified, de- 
spite popular opposition. 


A NEW PATENT BUILDING. 


Ninety years ago, in 1836, the patent office 
was made an independent bureau with a.com- 
missioner at its head, and that same year the 
building in which the models were stored was 
destroyed by fire and many of the models 
consumed. When the Interior Department 
was created by act of Congress in 1849 the 
patent office was transferred to that depart- 
ment. . 

For more than half a century the building 
known as the patent office, which occupies the 
square bounded by Seventh, Ninth, F and G 
streets, was the home of all the bureaus of the 
Interior Department, and as the business of 
patent office grew and its records increased in 
volume the difficulties of the administration 
of the bureau grew greater and greater. 

Inventors, attorneys and officials of the de- 
partment appealed to Congress in vain for a 
separate building for the exclusive use of this 
self-sustaining branch of the Federal service, 
with the result that first the general land office, 
and later the Indian bureau were transferred 
to other quarters. But in spite of the removal 
of the last trace of the Interior Department 
to other quarters the growth of the patent 


“business continued at such a rapid rate that 


further room had to be provided. 

Many of the clerks and examiners were re- 
moved across: F street to rooms vacated by 
the general land office, until now something 
like 65 of those rooms are occupied by ex- 
aminers and clerks engaged in the work of 
examining inventions and searching records 
in connection with patents. 

And still the cry is “give us more room.” 
Ninety years ago the annual issue of patents 
numbered from 200 to 300. Today the daily 
issue is almost as great in number as was the 
annual grist in the thirties, or in the neighbor- 
hood of 45,000 each year, with no indication 
that the number will diminish. Under the

FAILURE OF THE PRIMARY. ‘ 


It is no satisfactory reply to Vice President 
Dawes’ advocacy of abolition*of the primary 
system to charge that all political corruption- 
ists are today in full ery against the primary. 
Some of the most prominent citizens of the 
country, men whose patriotism and probity 
can not be challenged, have long decried the 
evils of the primary system and urged a return 
to the convention method of nominating candi- 
dates for office. 


In his speech to the American Legion in 
Philadelphia this week Vice President Dawes 
pointed out the weakness of the primary sys- 
tem and showed how it has brought about a 
situation where a very small minority of the 
people control the selection of candidates for. 
office and thereby largely determine the char- 
acter of State and national government. The 
primary has tended to destroy the representa- 
tive plan of government. There are many 
citizens who will agree with Gen. Dawes when 
he asserts that a return to the method of 
nominating candidates by convention will re- 
sult in a better class of candidates. 


The Vice President’s address was in support | 
of the legion’s plan for getting out the vote. 
He emphasized the indifference of the public 
toward the franchise as being the greatest 
menace to American institutions. This is 
true, and especially in the case of State and 
city elections. Some of the results of an in- 
vestigation made by Gen. Dawes with respect 
to this subject were startling. He found that 
not more than 25 per cent of the qualified 
vote was cast in primary elections. Men 
elected to office were chosen as the candidates 
of their party by the very small minority of, 
possibly, not more than 7 per cent of all the 
qualified voters. These figures should cause 
serious thought on the part of those who have 
the best interests not only of their country, 
but of their party, at heart. Conditions such 
as the Vice President depicts can not be thrust 
aside with the intimation that corruptionists 


are~chiefly concerned in the abolition of -the 


primary system. 


THE CESAREWITCH. 


The first of the great English back-end 
handicaps, the Cesarewitch, is a difficult race 
to win, and correspondingly difficult to pick 
the winner of in advance. Several horses; 
such as Glommen, Perfect Son, Foxlaw, Try 
Try Again, Mafoota, Hidennis and Mendoza, 
figured prominently in the antepost betting 
lists for weeks, but, when the event came on 
for decision on Wednesday last. not one of 
these was even in the first three. It is, per- 
haps, something to the credit of advance back- 
ers that two of the candidates that had quo- 
tations before the day, namely, Miss Sport and 
Templestowe, finished second and third, respec- 
tively; but the actual winner, Myra Gray, was 
scarcely thought of by anybody, and started at 
the forlorn odds of 50 to 1 against. Outsiders 
often win this race; the classic cases are Buon- 
aby and Charley’s Mount, each of which started 
at 100 to 1. 

Last year an American-owned horse, A. K. 
Macomber’s Forseti, was victorious, and he 
had a further try this year, but the same horse 
rarely wins the Cesarewitch in consecutive 
seasons. The handicapper takes care of that. 
For instance, Myra Gray’s weight was. only 85 
pounds, while Forseti was set to carry the 
stiff burden of 125 pownds, and to those who 
know racing the difference made by 40 pounds 
is evident, especially when the distance to be 
covered is 244 miles, as was the case on Wed- 
nesday. 

The British public is accustomed to upsets 
in racing, and must have been prepared for an 
outsider’s victory in the Cesarewitch by the 
result of the Jockey Club stakes, decided on 
September 30, over the last mile and three- 
quarters of the same course. On that oc- 
casion, the mighty Solario, the champion horse 
of England, the hero of the Doncaster St. Leger 
and of the Ascot Gold Cup, was opposed by 
only four others and had 100 to 30 betted on—. 
not against—his chance of winning, and yet 
he failed to give 6 pounds to Foxlaw and, 
though struggling gamely to the last, was 
beaten by a neck. He was even disqualified for 
the second place which he had secyred, on the 
ground that he had bumped Follation, which 
hed finished third and then automatically was 
placed second on the disqualification of her 
formidable rival. After a disaster of that. 
magnitude, the turn-up in the Cesarewitch 
seems a trifling affair indeed. 


THE SOUTH’S COTTON PROBLEM. 


Convinced that the price of cotton can not 
Southern cotton 
planters, business men and bankers, after a 
conference, have devised a plan under which 
4,000,000 bales of the current crop will be re- 
tired from the market and the acreage for next 
year reduced at least 25 per cent. Prices are 
controlled entirely by the law of supply and 
demand, and when there is a shortage in the 
supply, competition among those needing it 
necessarily will force up the price of any com- 
modity._- 
_ Cotton planters have found a solution of 
their price problem if they go about it in the 
right way. The results of their experiment 
will be watched with keen interest by pro- 
ducers throughout the country. If it works 
with cotton, there is no reason why the same 
policy should not be successful in the case of 
wheat, corn or any other grain. The difficulty 
in experiments of this character is to obtain 
an agreement among producers that will be 
lived up to in fact as well as in spirit. There 
probably will be found many farmers who will 
assume that if they continue their regular an- 
‘nual acreage their personal crop will be neg-— 
igible in its t upon the total. It has 


been this form of duplicity that has caused 
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be depressed; if the supply just fell_ short of 
enough, prices would go up. This is the lesson 
the farmer must learn. 

The cotton planters have gone afout their 
experiment in a thorough fashion and have or- 
ganized to make it a success. The plans were 
approved only after prolonged discussion in 
which some of the most representative finan- 
ciers and business men of that section partici- 
pated. Details are to be worked out by re- 
gional committees. An organization is to be 
effected to obtain credit resources for handling 
the surplus cotton that is to be withdrawn. If 
this succeeds, and a nonbreakable bond is pro- 
vided under which reduced acreage can be as- 
sured, the price of cotton should'at once im- 
prove. 


WATER FRONT IMPROVEMENT. 


So insistent is the demand for cleaning up 
the area south of Pennsylvania avenue that 
there seems to be on the part of the general 
public a tendency to overlook another sore 
spot, the water front. Conditions along Water 
street, lined on one side with a series of dilapi- 
dated docks and wharfs, and on the other 
with a row of ramshackle houses, are cer- 
tainly no more representative of the National 
Capital than is the area south of the Avenue. 
Several civic and trade associations, however, 
have been awake to the condition, and at a 
recent session of Congress the United States 
engineer’s office was directed to prepare plans 
for adequate terminal, railway and highway 
facilities for the water front. The plans fhave 
now been completed and will be presented to 
the National Capital park and planning com- 
mission today. 

Full details of the project will not be dis- 
closed to the public until after the commis- 
sion has completed its considerations. It is 
known, however, that a series of piers and 
slips, with headhouses and transit sheds of 
colonial design will be provided instead of a 
straight quay. Space will be provided for 
street car and automobile traffic, with ample 
parkway areas. Provision will be made for 
private and visiting yachts, including a moor- 
ing basin. Initial needs for the section have 
been met fully and, more important, the plan 
provides every facility for expansion of the 
development’ when future need demands. 

From the meager description available 
plans for development of the water 
seem to be well worked out. Possibly they 
will need further consideration and minor re- 
vision. It is to be hoped, however, that what- 
ever additional preliminary work is found 
necessary may be hastened, and that proper 
development of this area may proceed im- 
mediately. 


THE BIGGEST INDUSTRY. 


The United States now has more than 
per cent of the world’s total cotton spindles. 
The industry is confined largely to New Eng- 
land and the cotton-growing States: Of the 
37,877,000 spindles, 17,780,000 are in the cot- 
ton-growing States, the balance in New Eng- 
land. 

Production of cotton goods now employs 
more people than any other primary manufac- 
turing industry in the United States. Forty 
per cent of those engaged in all textile manu- 
facturing are employed in making cotton goods 
in mills located in 31 States. 

Today the amount of capital invested in the 
cotton manufacturing industry is estimated at 
more than $2,000,000,000. The American 
mills consume approximately one-half of, the 
cotton grown in the United States. 

The development of cotton manufacturing in 
the South has been an outstanding factor in 
the progress of that section. The cotton mills 
of the South are newer and more up to date 
than those of New England, operate longer 
hours and pay lower wages. Proximity to the 
raw cotton saves freight and reduces the cost 
of production. 

While the situation among New England 
mills is improving, competition with the South 
is a growing menace. The latest step toward 
a solution of the problem is an effort to har- 
monize sectional interests by allocating produc- 
tion and distribution and eliminating useless 
competition. 
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A DARK, DARK PLOT. 


The twenty-second convention of the na- 
tional rivers and harbors congress will as- 
semble in Washington on the Wednesday fol- 
lowing the convening of Congress in Decem- 
ber. The call for the mecting indicates that” 
the friends of water transportation are fear- 
ful that Congress has designs on the shipping 
interests which spell disaster. If the secre- 
tary of the rivers and harbors congress is’ 
rightly informed, there is a dark and sinister 
plot hatching, which, if successfully incubated, 
will so load down water transportation with 
taxes that no boat can be navigated without 
loss. According to the statement contained 
in the call for the convention, propaganda in 
favor of charging tolls to every boat upon all 
waterways—intercoastal, Great Lakes and in- 
land rivers—has been circulated in a con- 
stant and increasing flood. 

Even worse than this is the discovery that 
the villains who propose this further burden 
upon the taxpayer intend that every vehicle 
upon the highways every means of transporta- 
tion, even the farmer’s truck carrying his 
produce to market, shall be placed under the 
control of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. 

Evidently the rivers and harbors congress 
is prepared to buckle on its armor against the 
usurpation of power by the commission. But 
it is searcely necessary to begin hostilities 
until the commission assumes jurisdiction 
over the farmer’s cart or jitney.

Lifesaving as a By-Product. 

_ To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
The editorial in today’s paper head- 
ed ‘‘Increasing Traffic Fatalities” is 
welcome as an indication that The 
Post, in respect to the traffic prob- 
lem as in other respects, is alive to 
the public interest. 

But the editorial would have been 


more welcome—at least to the 80- 
called jay walking class—if-it had 
dealt with the question of speed 
,»regulation in relation to traffic 
| safety. ; 

Among all sorts of causes con- 
sidered in the attempt to safeguard 
life, as it is endangered by auto ve- 
hicles, it is noticeable that speed 
has had scant consideration. At 
best, what attention it has received 
has been superficial and without 
sufficient regard for the conven- 
jences of the pedestrian public, 
which means everybody. 

Many experts, including the offi- 
cial A. A. A., the congenital speed 
devil, and the bootlegger, are in fa- 
vor of high speed as a means of 
traffic safety through the expediting 
of traffic. If not yet, no doubt later 
on they will reach the logical con- 
clusion that the greater the speed 
the greater the safety. 

The jay walker’s opinion——not to 
mention that of the moderate-speed 
motorist—seems to have little 
weight in the matter. 

Yet, seriously speaking, there 
must be a speed beyond which the 
margin of safety decreases. For in- 
stance, it strikes me that a speed of 
30 miles an hour north on Sixteenth 
street, from Florida avenuc through 
the populous Mount Pleasant sec- 
tion, is somewhat excessive, al- 
though it is one of the speed-up 
proposals of the director of traffic. 

As a matter of fact, more than 50 
per cent of those who drive auto- 
mobiles are now and always will be 
only fair to middling at the wheel. 
It would be straining a point to call 
them experts by courtesy. A con- 
siderable percentage of autoists——a 
dangérous percentage, for the most 
part cheerful votaries of bull luck— 
are born without speed gumption 
and can never acquire it. Possibly 
20 to 30 per cent of those who 
drive automobiles are true experts, 
with a.sufficiency of experience and 
mentally fit for high-speed emer- 
gencies. 

Why not, then, instead of the 
present crude arrangement, give 
our streets a scientific traffic classi- 
fication, designating them, say, as 
expert boulevards, arterial joy 
speedways, superexpert highways ' 
and unexpert thoroyghfares, thus 
expediting traffic with at least the 
safeguarding of the pedestrian as a 
by-product?

Appellate Tribunal Will Await 


Ultwmate Decision in Case 
Brought From Ohio. 


The Court of Appeals of the Dis- 
trict will wait upon the United 


States Supreme Court before tak- 


ing.up a test case involving the 
validity of the zoning law, it was 
learned yesterday. 

The highest court has befofe it 
the appeal case known as The Vil- 
lage of Suclid. versus Ambler, an 
Ohio case in which Newton D.

Two of the largest Jesuit 
institutions, Boston college and 
Holy Cross college, Worcester, 
Mass., will come within his jurisdic- 
tion. Father Gallagher has just ar- 
rived in Boston. 


One of Youngest in Office. 


The former Georgetown dean 
was one of the youngest men ever 
to hold that office. During the last 
three years he had succeeded in 
making many important changes in 
the curriculum, and the enrollment 
of the college increased approxi- 
mately 50 per cent. Before com- 
ing to Georgetown, he was engaged 
in Russian relief work under the 
Rev. Edmund A. Walsh, 8S. J., direc- 
tor of the papal mission. 

The new dean is a man of wide 
experience as an administrative of- 
ficer, coming here from St. Joseph’s 
college. A native of Philadelphia, 
Father Parsons received his early 
education at St. Joseph’s and later 
attended the Jesuit House of Stud- 
ies in Woodstock, Md. He also was 
professor of chemistry at Boston 
college several years. 

Dean Parsons will make his first 
public appearance here tonight at 
the Georgetown alumni smoker in 
the Willard hotel in honor of to- 
morrow’s game with West Virginia 
university.

WORKHOUSE CROWD 
EXHAUSTS FOOD FUND 


Shortage of Supplies Threat- 
ened as Traffic Violations 
Add 100 to Inmates. 


Numerous recent workhouse pen- 
alties for infractions of the traffic 
regulations have so crowded the 
District penal institution at Occo- 
quan that a serious shortage of food 


and clothing is threatened for the 
current fiscal year, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by the board of 
public welfare. 

Capt- M. M. Barnard, superin- 
tendent of District penal institu- 
tions, made the complaint. He said 
that there are 100 more daily aver- 
age inmates than were estimated.

Examinations of Diplomatic 
Corps Autoists in District 
Proposed to Officials. 

SUGGESTION FOLLOWS 
MAN’S DEATH IN CRASH 


\Believed Foreign Envoys Will 
Be Asked to Cooperate in 
Accident Prevention. 


' Favorable action is expected on 
the suggestion of the District com- 
missioners to the State Department 
jthat members of the diplomatic 
corps submit to private examina- 
tions showing their ability to drive 
automobiles and familiarity with 
local traffic regulations. 

Although no formal statement 
was made at the Department of 
State concerning the letter from 
the District commissioners suggest- 
ing that examinations without fees, 
upon certification by the Secretary 
of State, be held for diplomats in 
Washington, which the State De- 
partment received yesterday, it was 
learned that the department is giv- 
ing the commissioners’ suggestion 
careful consideration. 


Follows Fatal Accident. 


It is believed that the department 
will bring to the attention of the 
chiefs of the diplomatic corps the 
advisability of having members of 
their missions demonstrate their 


ability <to drive automobiles and 
their familiarity with local traffic 
regulations and that avery possi- 
ble step should be i%ken through 
cooperation of the members of the 
diplomatic corps, the State Depart- 
ment and the District authorities 
to eliminate accidents. 

The letter of the commissjoners 
called attention to the death of a 
man following a collision in which 
a car driven by Mrs. Abdullah En- 
tezam, wife of a Persian legation 
attache, was involved. The letter 
suggested that the assistant direct- 
or of traffic give private examina- 
tions to members of the diplomatic 
corps, permits to be issued without 
fee to them on certification by the 
Secretary of State. 


2 Drivers Lose Permits 
After Fatal Accidents 


Permits to drive automobiles 
were taken away yesterday from 
two drivers involved in recent acci- 
dents, as a result of which per- 
sons were killed. 

The permit of Stewart Bickerton 
was revoked. He was the driver of 
the carethat crashed into a center 
trolley pole in Rhode Island ave- 
nue, September 29, killing James 
B. Henderson, an occupant of the 
car.. The coroner’s jury held him 
to the grand jury on charges of 
reckless driving and manslaughter. 
Charles G. Chappell also was held 
to the grand jury. His car struck 
Miss Ella Clark, killing her, Octo- 
ber 12, at Thirteenth and H streets 
northwest. Director of Traffic M. 
O. Eldridge revoked his permit. 

Another revocation was that of 
the permit of Louis Berger, 16 
years old, recently sentenced to the 
reform school until he reaches the 
age of 21, in the juvenile court, on 
charges of reckless driving and col- 
liding. . Eldridge said that the boy’s 
mother took his permit from him 
prior to the incident leading to his 
arrest, but that he had obtained a 
duplicate from the police traffic bu- 
reau. 

It was announced installation of 
additional traffic lights in Sixteenth 
street northwest, from Florida ave- 
nue to Newton street, have been 
completed and that the signals will 
be illuminated as soon 'as the con 
trol switch arrives and is installed.
